And poor old Ed Shattuck, 
the state Republican wheel- 
horse. who first had the prom¬ 
ise of Lieut.-Gov. (before the 
weeds had to be cleared) was 
shunted down to run for attor¬ 
ney general (because the Re¬ 
publicans feel they owe Attor¬ 
ney General Fred Howser 
nothing). 

Ray Darby looked the unhap- 
piest of the lot. 

It is possible that Darby 
may be offered the state sen- 
atorship now held by Jack B. 
Tenney. That is because Ten¬ 
ney has lost his support and is 
considered politically dead.

Mayor Steinberger, among 
other San Gabriel Valley may¬ 
ors, has been invited to attend 
a meeting with Pasadena City 
Directors next Tuesday—pre¬ 
sumably to take the politics 
out of smog. 

Messrs. Benedict, Abernathy, 
et al., of Pasadena have been 
engaging in a verbal battle 
over smog. They said to the 
Board of Supervisors: "Heed us. 
Do it our way.” 

And Pasadena Mayor Bene¬ 
dict announced, along with the 
meeting date, that with a little 
support, maybe the supervis¬ 
ors will listen to US. 

Both times the Pasadena di¬ 
rectors confronted the super¬ 
visors at the Hall of Records, 
the experts were on hand to 
prove that something WAS be¬ 
ing done about demon smog. 

At one meeting the Pasadena 
visitors were twice asked di¬ 
rectly: “Just what should we 
do that we are not doing? Just 
what would you do to alleviate 
smog?” 

There was a dead silence. 
No answer was given. 

The directors indicated that 
they wanted the oil refineries 
shut down forthwith. But it was 
pointed out that the refiners 
are spending $2,000,000 and 
will spend $2,000,000 more to 
control the amount of sulphur 
dioxide that has poured from 
their stacks. And it was shown 
that half the S02 in the air 
comes from other sources— 
such as power plants that burn 
oil for fuel. 

|t was pointed out that al¬ 
most every day black smoke 
from oil burners gushes from 
the Pasadena Department of 
Light and Power plant near

Councilmen Veto 
Public Financing 
Of Visiting Nurse 

Endorsement of the Visiting Nurses' Association was given 
this week by the City Council, but no hope was held out on the 
proposal that the city foot the bill. 

A letter from the Co-ordinating Council, signed by Correspond¬ 
ing Secretary Mrs. J. B. Gentry, asked that the city sponsor the 
association's work here. 


It was pointed out that the 
association, formerly sponsored 
by the Red Cross local chap¬ 
ter, had made 493 visits to 31 
patients in 1948 at a cost of 
$780 with a deficit of $524. 
Sponsoring organizations pay 
for the visits if the patient is 
unable to do so. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
pointed out that, according to 
legal advice, the city could not 
enter into any such agreement. 

In most cities the association 
is sponsored by Community 
Chest funds. Such a fund Si¬ 
erra Madre does not have. The 
Council, however, expressed it¬ 
self as being in full accord 
with the principals of the plan 
and urged local organizations 
to work out some means of fi¬ 
nancing the program. 


The Council also had before 
it a petition of Cypress Court 
property owners who sought an 
assessment district for the im¬ 
provement of streets. 

John Osgood, who has de¬ 
veloped property in the Court, 
said that easements for streets 
had been dedicated to the city 
in 1917 but that they have not 
been accepted. 

The matter was referred to 
the city engineer for formation 
of a district if the petition in¬ 
cludes 60 per cent of the prop¬ 
erty owners. The district would 
include a portion of the Wy- 
socki subdivision to the north 
and would provide for an ad¬ 
ditional street into the Cypress 
tract off Churchill road.

Mail Cancellations 
Up 58 Per Cent 
Over Last Year 

A spectacular 38.1 per cent 
increase in postal receipts over 
last December was recorded 
during the 19 49 Christmas 
month at the Sierra Madre Post 
Office. 

Postmaster Eddie D. Robert¬ 
son reports $13,766.49 in re¬ 
ceipts during last month, as 
compared with $9,970.31 for De¬ 
cember of 1949. 

For the last quarter (Octob¬ 
er November, and December), 
an increase of 34.7 per cent in 
receipts was received at the 
local Post Office. A total of 
$27,487.83 during the quarter 
compared with $20,363.56 for 
the comparable period last 
year. 

During the entire year 1949, 
the local mailmen—still break¬ 
ing all kinds of records—re¬ 
corded receipts amounting to 
$75,438.76—an increase of 24.3 
per cent over the previous 
year’s total of $60,695.82. 

Cancellations during the last 
quarter of 1949 totaled 676,476, 
as compared with 428,466 can¬ 
cellations for the quarter in 
1948. This represents a start¬ 
ling increase of 58 per cent. 


Report Verifies Data 
Of Councilman Barter

Sierra Madre has plenty of water, and it will have a lot more 
in the future. 

An assurance that the city had no cause for worry was given 
in a report submitted this week to the City Council by Water 
Engineer Harold Conkling. 

The report did not bear out the pessimistic note sounded by 
Conkling and his assistant, H. 

O. Banks, at a public meeting 
last November 9. 

In fact, Banks admitted this 
week: 

’Those were preliminary fig¬ 
ures and they were revised 
when we had a chance to check 
more carefully and iron out 
discrepancies. If the city 
should be allowed its second 
application (made to the State 
Division of Water Resources for 
additional water), then the sit¬ 
uation will even be much bet¬ 
ter." 

In November Banks guessed 
that the city would be able to 
get 674 acre-feet from diver- 


Faculty members of the 
course act as Scout leaders in 
the hypothetical troop, and 
persons taking the course serve 
as Boy Scouts.

Council Sidesteps City 
Works Director Issue 

A new city engineer and 
public works administrator 
was up for approval this week 
by the City Council, but the 
matter was laid off for con¬ 
sideration at a full Council 
meeting. 

Under consideration is Harry 
M. Shatto, now an engineer 
with a private firm, the Betch- 
el Corp. For a short time Shat¬ 
to, a resident of Hermosa 
Beach, was city engineer of 
Redondo Beach, but he was 
“moved” out during a recent 
city government upheaval there 
which saw the ouster of the 
city manager. 

Action was postponed be¬ 
cause of the absence of Coun¬ 
cilman Henry Nuetzel. But it 
was apparent that tin Council 
was not in agreement. 

Councilman William A. Kin¬ 
ney, who has declared that 
another councilman, Herman 
Barter, should be given the post 
of public works director, said 
that he couldn’t go along with 
Councilman Henry Korsmeier, 
who sought the appointment 
of Shatto at a salary of $450 
a month. 

“I can’t second your motion,” 
Kinney declared. “It is very 
obvious to me that Mr. Barter 
should be offered the position.” 

“There’s no one we can get 
that could do the job half so 
well as Mr. Barter. I want my¬ 
self committed 100 per cent.”

March of Dimes Drive 
To Begin Here Monday 

Most urgent appeal for funds in the 12-year history of the 
March of Dimes will get underway in Sierra Madre and through¬ 
out the nation Monday, Jan. 16.

Meyer will be assisted by other 
Civic Club members, and many 
individuals and organizations 
of this city.

sion of water from the Big 
Santa Anita under the present 
state-granted right of 1500 
acre-feet a year. 

This figure was not men¬ 
tioned in the report. 

The comparable figure found 
in the report is 924 acre-feet. 
This is the amount of water 
that Sierra Madre can expect 
through court action now. It 
would be added to presently 
assured water supply of 1724 
acre-feet and give a total of 
2648 acre-feet each year. 

The present demand of the 
city is placed at 1680 acre-feet 
of water. 

The “ultimate” demand of 
the city—when it is completely 
built up and allowing for a 5 
per cent increase in per capita 
use—was placed at about 2650 
acre-feet. 

Balancing off this future 
need, however, were several es¬ 
timates of future water supply. 
The report pointed out that 
this annual supply available 
could go as high as 3979 acre- 
feet 

“It would appear conserva¬ 
tive, therefore, to expect that 
in the final outcome Sierra 
Madre could receive sufficient 
water for continued growth,” 
Conkling said in a letter of 
transmittal. 

This would include annexa¬ 
tion of the Upper Hastings 
Ranch. 

Every calculation, figure and 
statement presented by the 
water engineer was couched in 
conservatism, a conservatism 
that Conkling readily admit¬ 
ted. And the report itself was 
a retraction of the engineer's 
November statement that there 
was not enough water to be 
seen for the Hastings annex¬ 
ation. 

His study was broken down 
into two categories—the imme¬ 
diate future and the more dis¬ 
tant future. The more distant 
future he placed at about 1960 
—ten years hence when the 
Big Santa Anita channel is 
lined with concrete, thus ma¬ 
terially changing the water 
picture of the East Raymond 
Basin and increasing Sierra 
Madre’s right to pump water 
as a result of the presently con¬ 
templated diversion project. 

The Conkling report explicit¬ 
ly pointed out that "present de¬ 
mand with annexation” of the 
Hastings Ranch property would 
be 2060 acre-feet. The available 
supply—2648 acre-feet. 

The 190 acres of the Upper 
Hastings, the report said, would 
utilize 380 acre-feet a year. 

In 1960 the overall demand 
with annexation would be 
3080 acre-feet. The minimum

Are fire Fighters protected 
as to compensation, injury, and 
pensions in case of an accident 
occurring outside the city and 
resulting in injury to fire 
fighters? 

What is the position of the 
city in case of liability or 
property damage suits against 
it resulting from injury or 
damage while apparatus is 
outside the city? What is the 
maximum number or length 
of runs that cpn be permitted 
without considering outside re¬ 
sponse as materially reducing 
local protection in the muni¬ 
cipality? 

It is difficult for the officials 
of a city to refuse to render aid 
to a neighbor populace when 
called upon to respond to a fire 
outside the city limits. Fire 
Chiefs are inclined to answer 
all calls for humanitarian rea¬ 
sons and, of course, the Chiefs 
think of the possibilities of 
fire spreading to their own 
area.

Last month an anniversary of importance was overlooked in 
the mad scramble preceding the holidays. 

It was the 15th birthday of the completion of Sierra Madre's 
extensive water settling basins and spreading grounds. They 
were finished on Dec. 5, 1934, after three years of work and a 
total expense of S71.518. 

A1 S. Meyers, former City Business Manager and long a student 
of water engineering, pointed 
out the anniversary of the gi- 
gigantic project that required 
more than 123.000 man-hours to 
complete. 

The intricate system of bas¬ 
ins, cond u i t s , ditches, and 
checkdams which constituted 
the combined flood control and 
water conservation project was 
largely a result of Mr. Meyers’ 
efforts. 

Sierra Madre paid a total of 
$$13,788.88 for the program; 
the Civil Works Administration 
expended $50,600.40; the Flood 
Control District furnished 
$3000; and the State Emer¬ 
gency Relief Administration 
(SERA) contributed $4,139.50 
toward the work. 

The project theoretically was 
listed as capable’ of saving in 
excess of 1,02 5 acre-feet of 
water a year. 

In the Dec. 7, 1934 edition 
of the Sierra Madre NEWS, the 
following description of the 
settling basins and spreading 
grounds was presented by John 
Copeland, former NEWS report¬ 
er: 

”... The completed proj¬ 
ect consists primarily of the 
four major settling basins and 
one desilting basin on the 
spreading grounds proper. 

These basins are fed water by 
means of a series of distrub- 
ution ditches and lateral con¬ 
duits . . . 

"... The water passing 
through outlets is allowed to 
flow slowly over as large an 
area as possible in order that 
it may sink into the ground 
soil . . .” 

In 1937, the Christian Scien¬ 
ce Monitor termed the project 
“an ingenious experiment” in 
its ability to slow up the spate 
of water and hold it station¬ 
ary long enough to prevent its 
draining away to no useful 
purpose.

Dr. Morrison, Railway 
Medical Director, Dies 

Dr. Wayland A. Morrison, 
chief medical director of Santa 
Fe Railway, and a resident of 
Monrovia, died last Thursday, 
Jan. 5 in St. Vincent’s Hospital 
of Los Angeles. He is survived 
by his wife Mrs. Lucille P. 
Morrison, four sons, and a 
daughter. 

A director of Consolidated 
Steel Corporation and a trus¬ 
tee of the University of South¬ 
ern California, Dr. Morrison 
was affiliated with Delta Tau 
Delta national fraternity. He 
joined Santa Fe in 1921. 
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amount available would be 
3151 acre-feet, according to the 
report.

Conkling based his report on 
records of the Flood Control 
District, the U.S. Geodedic Sur¬ 
vey and the Watermaster of 
the State Division of Water Re¬ 
sources as well as municipal 
records. 

It was a complete substanti¬ 
ation of a water report and 
survey made by Councilman 
Herman Barter. 

Conkling said the report 
gives the city: 

“1. A sound basis for nego¬ 
tiations with Arcadia. 

“2. Results based on assump¬ 
tions and methods which have 
been discussed with engineers 
of the Division of Water Re¬ 
sources and approved by them 
prior to being used. 

“3. A complete basis for en¬ 
tering court to secure revision 
of the decrees. Nothing more 
should be necessary if the re¬ 
sults are approved by the Di¬ 
vision (State Division of Water 
Resources). 

“4. As accurate an evalua¬ 
tion as can be made of the 
total gain to the eastern unit 
which would be achieved by 
spreading operations and the 
change which will be caused 
by lining Santa Anita Creek 
channel.

predict the allocation of water 
which will be made by the 
court. 

"The minimum probability 
would seem that considerably 
more water would be allocated 
to the City of Sierra Madre 
than present needs within pres¬ 
ent city limits, plus total ulti¬ 
mate water required by the 
area which has been proposed 
for annexation," Conkling said. 

Conkling pointed out that 
the values used were based on 
the assumption that the city 
would build a pipeline with a 
capacity flow of 25 cubic feet 
per second to the spreading 
grounds and receive a prefer¬ 
ence right in some or all of 
the water so spread and that 
the county would build addi¬ 
tional spreading grounds of 15 
cubic feet per second capacity. 

This building project already 
is assured. The city, as its 
share of the total cost already 
allocated from water revenues, 
and the county and state have 
allocated approximately $93,000 
for it. The Flood Control Dis¬ 
trict has plans for its separate 
project. 

|n summary, Conkling re¬ 
ported: 

"Present demand by Sierra 
Madre, with longtime average 
wet and dry weather condi¬ 
tions, is estimated to be 1880 
acre-feet per year. With pres¬ 
ent percolation from Santa 
Anita Creek and present terms 
of the Pasadena vs. Alhambra 
decree, the city's average an¬ 
nual supply, including tunnel 
discharge, is about 1550 acre- 
feet. However, if the terms of 
the decree as to utilization of 
tunnel water were changed so 
that Sierra Madre could secure 
all the tunnel water and all 
the underground water decreed 
to it, average annual supply 
of the city with present perco¬ 
lation from Santa Anita Creek 
is estimated at 1724 acre-feet. 

"That amount has been used 
in the report, as it is assumed 
that revision of the terms of 
the decree can be secured. 

"Five different assumptions 
as to the basis of ultimate al¬ 
locations of water from Santa 
Anita Creek have been made 
for the report. 

"Based on these assump¬ 
tions. estimates of total amount 
available to the city, includ¬ 
ing tunnel flow . . . range from 
an annual average of 2648 to 
3979 acre-feet," the report said. 

The report, the bulk of which 
was made up of tables from 
federal, state and county agen¬ 
cies, will cost the city a total 
of $4455. Conkling said he was 
so far off on his original esti¬ 
mate of cost, about $500, that 
his office was absorbing an 
additional $1200 costs. 

The Council authorized the 
report of the water engineer at 
the insistence of the Chamber 
of Commerce and others who 
wanted assurance that water 
was available to the city for 
present and future needs.

“Donald” is dead today, the 
victim of a pack of eight or 
ten Sierra Madre dogs. 

“Donald” was a pet duck, 
trained to do simple tricks, 
owned by Victor Brossoit, 57 E. 
Sierra Madre boulevard. The 
fowl reportedly was chewed 
and mauled to death by the 
dogs— running loose—when 
they invaded his property Fri¬ 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Brossoit had cared for 
the duck for two years, ever 
since he won it at the Po¬ 
mona Fair. “It never hurt any¬ 
one or did any property dam¬ 
age,” he said, “but always re¬ 
mained in my back yard.” 

He stated that he heard 
barking and ran into the yard 
in time to see the eight or ten 
dogs departing rapidly and the 
mangled duck writhing in 
agony. 

Mr. Brossoit estimated that 
at least five of the dogs had 
neither dog tags nor collars. 

He took Donald to the Sierra 
Madre Poice Department, where 
the duck died while Mr. Bros¬ 
soit was making his report. He 
said his duck had been attack¬ 
ed several other times by the 
pack of dogs, but that usually 
Donald managed to escape by 
flying. 

In December of 1948, during 
one of the raids, Mr. Brossoit 
said he fired into the pack with 
a pellet gun to frighten the 
dogs and accidentally killed 
one belonging to Norman Du¬ 
mas, 12 N. Baldwin aveune. He 
paid the estimated price of the 
dog. 

Mr. Brossoit indicated that 
he would petition the City 
Council to do something about 
curtailing the activities of un¬ 
leashed and unlicensed dogs.
